THE BIBLE 


By WILLIAM R. CANNON 


Professor of Church History 
Emory University 


For the true Protestant 
the authority of the Bible 
is the authority of God 
himself. It was by means 
of divine enlightenment 
that the lawgivers, the 
prophets, the evangelists, 
and the Apostles saw and 
evaluated life and history 
and thereby explained and 
interpreted the Acts of God 
to their contemporaries and 
to posterity. In contrast to 
all secular history, the 
Bible is not the history of 
a people which produced a 
civilization and a religion. 
Rather the Bible is the his- 
tory of a vital, God-given 
faith which produced a peo- 
ple.: From cover to cover it 
is the account of redemp- 
tion, the record of God in 
His dealing with the chil- 
dren of men. 


The important thing to 
keep constantly before us, 
therefore, is not the lan- 
guage of Scripture, the 
literary quality of the dif- 
ferent passages, the merits 
of one particuar book over 
another, or the excellency 
of one writer like John in 
contrast to a less talented 
person. The important thing 
is the events described and 
the truths set forth. It was 
Paul’s peculiar mission, for 
example, to define faith as 
the cause and condition of 
salvation. It was the mission 
of James, on the other 
hand, to describe the con- 
crete working of faith in 
human‘ behavior. The one 
dealt with inward re- 
ligion; the other, with its 
external expressions in con- 
duct and character. The 
two are not in contradic- 
tion to one another. Both 
are essential to an under- 
standing of the truth. 


Protestantism takes the 
Bible as a unit and views it 
in the light of its total 
truth. The events of the Old 
Testament are precursors 
of those of the New. Every- 
thing looks forward toward 
or back to Jesus Christ. His 
advent is the coming of God 
himself into time. The 
canon closed with the Apos- 
tolic witness to Him be- 
cause no more could possi- 
bly be said or done. “When 
that which is perfect is 
come, that which is in part 
shall be done away.” 


The Bible is all we need 
for salvation. God in the 
form of his Spirit speaks to 
the individual as he reads 
it prayerfully and thought- 
fully. Where the Bible is 
rightly interpreted and the 
Word trulv preached, there 
is the Church. The Prot- 
estant conviction is that 
God speaks to us now 
through the pages of His 
book just as He spoke to 
the Apostles and sacred 
writers when they penned 
this record of divine truth. 
The Bible contains every- 
thing we need to know for 
our salvation.

_ A prisoner who already has served two years of a 15-year 
term in the Federal Penitentiary here may soon have his 


freedom, thanks to the two-y 
-attorney convinced of the man’s innocence. 


William E. Dawes, 29, was con- 
victed in Federal Court in Padu- 
cah, Ky., in -1947 of aiding and 
abetting a bank robbery at Cal- 
vert’ City, Ky., and sentenced to 
5 years along with two other de- 
fendants. 


He was sent to Atlanta where 
his case came to the attention of 
Atty. Allen Lockerman, who be- 
came convinced that Dawes not 
only was innocent but had been il- 
legally sentenced. 


Lockerman found that Dawes 
and his two co-defendants all were 
convicted on both counts of two- 
count indictments but were sen- 
tenced only on count two of ihe 
indictment. But there had been no 
motion for appeal and the time for 
appeal had expired. 

The attorney tried to get the 
sentence declared illegal and void 
in a habeas corpus proceeding, 
claiming that the second:count of 
the indictment did not charge an 
offense against the laws of the 
United States. His motion for 
habeas corpus was denied in.W. S. 
District Court here but that deci- 
sion was reversed by the U. S. 
Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals and 
a writ of habeas corpus granted. 

In order to establish the rignt 
of appeal of the original verdict 
and sentence, Lockerman then had

Neither high school nor college 
football players of the old days 
knew what it was to be diked out 
in satin pants, the best grade 
jersies and shoes and the latest 
in plastic or leather helmets. 

In fact there was no such 
thing as plastic, and anyone 
caught in a pair of silk or satin 
football pants, had there been 
any, would have been laughed 
out of the stadium if, indeed 
there had been any stadium. 


Cheney remembered that back 
in 1909, when Tech High was 
housed in a “beat up” old building 
on Marietta Street and Boys 
High was on Courtland Street 
where the City Auditorium park- 
ing lot now sits, that the institu- 
tion that was to become his school 
for the rest of its life fielded its 
first grid team. He remembers be- 
cause that was the year he first 
went there as a teacher. 


A substitute Georgia Tech play- 
er offered his services as a coach 
for the team, which was furnished 
only with jersies. Another volun- 
teer coach named Champion took 
over the following year, and a 
year or two later came Boozer 
Pitts, the school’s first full time 
paid coach. 

It didn’t take the Smithies long 
to become a State power. Just five 
years later, in 1913, fellows like 
Bill Fincher, Shorty Doyal and 
Judy Harlan had won a State 
championship for Tech High.

Liberals’ Fight Poll Tax Repeal 


WASHINGTON—Virginia currently presents the remarkable spectacle of an orthodox Dixiecrat 
party machine moving for abolishment of the poll tax, with Negroes, labor unionists and all other 
Fair Deal elements and some Republicans fighting against this elimination. 


In Virginia, one of seven States which still 
levy poll taxes, the charge is $1.50 a year, cumu- 
lative for delinquency up to three years, plus in- 
terest and penalties swelling the maximum charge 
for voting to a little over $5. 

The Democratic organization in the State, 
headed by Sen. Harry F. Byrd, began moving to 
wipe out the poll tax in 1945, when Gov. Col- 
gate W. Darden, now President of the University 
of Virginia, appointed a bipartisan commission to 
propose election law changes. 


That body recommended complete elimi- 
nation of poll tax payment as a requirement 
for voting and, in pursuance of Virginia's 
cumbersome machinery for constitutional 
amendment. two biennial] legislatures have 
approved this provision and submitted it 
finally to a vote of the people next Nov. 8. 


The objection of self-styled “liberals” is that 
the poll tax repealer is wrapped up in a large 
package of election law changes which would 
make stronger than ever the Byrd machine’s hold 
on the State. : 

Also, it is contended, something very like the 
poll tax may be projected in a provision author- 
izing the Legislature to impose a capitation tax 
on adults up to $3 a year and to make payment 
of this levy a prerequisite to “the issuance of any 
license or permit for any privilege.” That the 
latter might include registration for voting is in- 
dicated in another provision, relieving voters 
from a requirement of annual reregistration pro- 
vided they pay their personal taxes on time. 

Voters are being told that they may be for- 
bidden automobile and hunting licenses, or even 
tags for their dogs, unless they have paid the 
school head tax. 

Provisions that are claimed to be specially de- 
signed to aid the Byrd machine are a limitation 
oe voting to persons registered at least 120 days 


(four months) before any primary or election and 
the requirements that lists of eligible voters be 
posted in each precinct 90 days before election. 

Presently voters may register up to 30 days be- 
fore election, provided they can prove that their 
poll taxes were paid at least six months before 
voting day. 

Under the pending amendment, the Legisla- 
ture could impose “such tests as to literacy and 
such further requirements” as it may deem nec- 
essary as qualifications for voting. Presently a 
prospective voter must answer “under oath and 
in writing” any and all questions that may be 
asked by the election officers bearing upon his 
legal qualifications to vote. 

The answer to these objections by sponsors of 
the amendment is that it does no more, in fact, 
than give the State Assembly (the official body 
standing closest to the citizenry rank and file) 
the right to lay down election rules. Declaring 
his support of the proposal this week, Gov. Wil- 
liam Tuck said: 


“The complaint heretofore has been that 
there should be no poll tax as a prerequisite 
to the right to vote and that our existing 
suffrage requirements are too inflexible. 

“The proposed amendments would defi- 
nitely and finally remove the poll tax as a 
voting qualification. They would provide a 
flexible system of suffrage laws, responsive 
to the will of the people and subject to 
prompt change as the public may demand.” 


The real reason why the people who have 
been shouting loudest against the poll tax now 
are shouting against its repeal, say the Byrd ma- 
chine spokesmen, is that its adoption would re. 
move one of the main shibboleths of the folks 
who devote themselves to stirring up racial an- 
tagonism.

Mules and Horses, But--

I support a family and pay taxes. Therefore, I

farm income, I have a nostalgic yearning to live out of the city 

and commute and would do go if I could swing it. I was born on a 

farm and have done farm work. So there is in me a genuine feel- 

ing for farm people and the land itself as there is within me an 

ah ea unpractical as well as a practical approach to “the 
arm,” 

It is a historical fact that if we debase the farm economy 
merely to create cheap food prices for the wage earners, within 
at least. two years the entire economy will crash. Therefore, we 
keep a price “formula.” 

We are concerned with mechanization. The assembly line domi- 
nates our lives, Its technique is to be found not merely in fac- 
tories making automobiles, refrigerators, aircraft, stoves and pots 
and pans, but in banks, department stores, dime stores, newspapers 
and schools, : 

It also is to be found, increasingly, on the farms. Mechanization 
is reaching out more and more to the farms and industry, looking 
for markets; is trying to create machines to do yet more of the 
farm operations now done by hand or horsepower. 


Events Great things are happening. Chemical weed-killed re- 

searchers are working with soil chemists. Machinery 
designers are trying to build machines which will produce machines 
suited to the soil and the crops. Plant breeders already are say- 
ing that if plants remain which cannot be fitted to machines, the 
future will demand breeding new plants which will. Millions are 
being spent by the chemical, oil, rubber and machinery industries, 
seeking new fibers, new techniques for every phase of agriculture. 


: > With so much talk about mechanization, the 
Mechanization casual reader might assume most of agri- 
culture already is supplied with machines. 

It would be easy to soothe him with statistics. 

Farmers still own some 10,000,000 mules and horses. Sixty per- 
cent of all farm work is done by hand. Many farm methods would 
not seem unfamiliar to the Indians who domesticated wild vege- 
tables in their crude fields. 

But the tractor is a basic element and the tractor is often the 
only piece of mechanization on a farm. But it does the work of 
about six mules and it fits into other uses. No farmer with a mule 
can compete on equal terms with a farmer possessing a tractor. The 
60 percent already feel the pinch of the more efficient mechanized 
40 percent. 

Tractor-powered implements are amazing in their diversity and 
numbers. There are as many as 350 different pieces of equipment 
one tractor can use. More are coming. 


. Mechanization is highest in feed and food grains. 
Machines Wheat, rice, rye, buckwheat, corn, oats, barley and 
sorghum grains are, along with hay, almost completely mechanized. 

Cotton is coming steadily, if slowly, into mechanization, but the 
flame weeders, cultivators and pickers are as yet on only the large 
plantations. The cost is high. The myriad small cotton farms 
which are dying of mule and hand labor cause the percentage of 
complete mechanization to be low. But it is coming. The present 
cotton disaster will hasten it. 

There will be thousands of small cotton farmers in the South 
who will go broke this Fall. The yield was half and less of what 
it was a year ago. For many farmers, the season was a total loss. 
There will be more who will give up and go to town. Still others, 
with the necessary capital, will change to grass and livestock. Many 
will move to town and seek “relief.” 


Pattern The pattern of mechanization is uneven. Dairy farms 

have electrical milkers. Cattle farms don’t require 
much, save in the use of combines, drills and haybalers. which they 
have. It will always be necessary to use day-to-day judgment and 
inspections in dairying and this means hand labor. The same is 
true of fruit farmers where always the eye and human inspections 
must be used. But even here, electronics are at work. 

Of all the basic crops, tobacco baffles the machine and remains 
appallingly inefficient and hard on the back and hands. 

But machinery keeps doing more and more jobs, The tractor 
is basic. The combine is next. But hundreds more press for use. 

It is almost true today there is no more “country.” The ma- 
chine has conquered. Its weight is felt in every aspect of life— 
the school, production, consumption and “welfare.” 

Much of our society fails to see this. Many of our best minds 
have not quite taken it in. The top Russians have. Many of the 
more astute labor politicians long have known it. Some city 
politicians see it. 

But society in general lags behind the machine and the meaning 
of it, feeling the pressure of it in taxes, in loads on schools and 
welfare agencies, but not moving to meet the cause.

Is Defense Cutback Wise? 


WASHINGTON—Like the parts of a puzzle, the basic facts of 
great national problems are generally meaningless until they are 
fitted together. Last week, within 48 hours, three impressively 
authoritative Americans gave separate utterance to the three basic 


facts in the major problem now confronting the United States.. 


First, Dr. Harold C. Urey, one of the leading American nuclear 
physicists, warned the country that the Soviet Union “can and 
probably will” wipe out the American “atomic lead,” which has now 
replaced “atomic monopoly” as the Maginot Line of our fond hopes. 
Writing in the authoritative “Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists,” 
Dr. Urey forecast that the Kremlin would possess a decisive stock- 
pile of atomic bombs “in a relatively short time.” He suggested 
further that this time would probably. be two years. 


Second, Secretary of State Dean G. Acheson, who 
Aggressor two years ago defined the Soviet Union as “expand- 
ing and aggressive,” revised and strengthened this definition. Speak- 
ing at a dinner of the Alfred E. Smith Memorial Foundation, 
Acheson described Soviet Russia as “the aggressively imperialist 
power of our times,’ which was “seeking to expand its dominion 
wherever its grasp and its reach coincide.” 

Third, Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson, winding up the 
lamentable hearings on the complaints of the admirals, publicly 
admitted what has already been reported in this space—that fur- 
ther great cutbacks in our defense effort are now planned by the 
Truman Administration. 

These statements require very little annotation to bring out 
their full significance. In connection with Dr. Urey’s forecast, 
however, it is well to remember that our highest military planners 
regarded our “atomic monopoly” as the main deterrent to Soviet 
aggression, until the monopoly was broken by the explosion of the 
Beria bomb. 

In connection with the remarks of Secretary Acheson, it should 
be borne in mind that the Soviet Union is making a gigantic arma- 
ment effort, comparable to the effort of Nazi Germany. 


4 ¢ And in connection with Secretary Johnson’s ad- 
Economy mission that our defense effort is being cut back, 
it is well to investigate the meaning of the word “economy,” which 
he employed rather freely before the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee. The implication was left with Johnson’s hearers that the 
“economy” being practiced at the Defense Department is the kind 
that will give us just as much defense for much less money. Spe- 
cifically, Secretary Johnson admitted that next year’s budget ceil- 
ing on the Army, Navy and Air Force would be $13,000,000,000. 
He admitted further that he was trying to cut the services’ ex- 
penditures this year, when the budget ceiling was $14.4 billions, 
down to next year’s level. But he failed signally to admit that these 
reductions in outlay will greatly impair our already inadequate 


‘ strength. 


It is true, of course, that the services have been very wasteful. 
But a wasteful defense establishment is like a tat man, who can 
only be safely reduced by a long, slow and careful course of diet 
and exercise. A fat man cannot lose 50 pounds the next morning, 
without going to the surgeon and having a leg cut off. Secretary 
Johnson is commendably trying to cut down Army, Navy and Air 
Force waste in the right way. But he is also amputating the legs 
and arms of the services in economy’s sacred name. 

Specifically, the next defense budget may be expected to show 
substantial reductions in service manpower. What is far worse 
still, if the budget is honest, it will also show even greater cuts 
in the programs for equipping the Army, Navy and Air Force with 


modern weapons. 

. This may be quite all right. Perhaps Dr. Urey is 
Leadership wrong, and the Soviets will always be deterred 
from aggression by their inferiority in the absolute weapons. Or 
perhaps Secretary Acheson is wrong, and the intentions of the 
Kremlin are not “aggressively imperialist.” Or perhaps there is 
justice in the humiliating excuse more commonly. given by our 
highest policy-makers, that the “American people will not take” 
the punishment of a serious defense effort. 

Yet one point is very clear. A democracy, even more than a 
totalitarian state, depends upon leadership. A democracy particu- 
larly depends upon the willingness of its leaders to tell the people 
the honest truth about their situation. Without this, the people 
cannot respond. If President Truman and Secretary Johnson really 
think it is prudent to impair our defenses in the year of the Beria 
bomb, it is up to them to explain plainly what they are doing. 
And it is even more.up to them to explain why this is a safe thing 
to do, in the face of the situation portrayed by Secretary Acheson 
and Dr. Urey.

controversy has arisen since the Atlanta censor- 


ship board recently banned the motion picture, 
“Lost Boundaries.” 

I am the eldest son of Dr. Albert C. John- 
ston, of Keene, New Hampshire—on whose life 
the story of the film is based—-and at present I 
am a graduate student of musical composition 
here at Princeton University. It was I who 
first. told the original true story of “Lost 
Boundaries” to the producer, Mr. Louis de Roche- 
mont. He expressed great interest in producing 
a movie based upon what I had told him, where- 
upon I informed him that if a film based upon 
the true story of my family could be made with 
the utmost of sincerity, it would not only make a 
fine story, but it would also help contribute to 
an intelligent understanding. 

I do not believe Mr. de Rochemont had any 
intention whatsoever of trying to “preach” against 
the traditional Southern ideology of the so-called 
“Negro Problem.” If he had desired to do so, I 
believe he would have endeavored to film such 
a story on location in the South instead of in 
New England. But—he did show an honest 
picture of what happened to my family in Keene, 
New Hampshire. 

The censorship board of the State of Virginia 
apparently has approved of his effort because 
they have recently reviewed the film “Lost 
Boundaries” and have approved of its theme by 
allowing it to be shown throughout the entire 
State.

It Is, in Fact, a Military Budget 


WASHINGTON—The Eighty-First. Congress at its first session appropriated 
some 34, 35 or 36-odd billions, according to how various estimators figure it. But, 
anyhow, plenty of taxpayers’ money—your money. Rep. Clarence Cannon, Dem- 
ocrat, Missouri, Chairman of the House Appropriations Committee, set it around 
$34,400,000,000. Then he added, in explanation of the deficit financing into which 


our Government now enters: 
budget under norma! conditions.” 

He spoke the truth, a hard truth of these tense 
times. But, as a politician, he also was cushion- 
ing himself and his party in advance for the 
issue that Republicans have indicated will be a 
major issue for next year’s congressional elec- 
tions. That is “spending.” 


In that simple terminology, all tallied up 
into a sum that is, indeed, staggering for 
peacetimes, it is a persuasive issue. Present- 
ed that way it has its sure-fire appeal to an 
increasingly tax-conscious people. Spending 
and taxes were the chief topics in grievances 
listed by the folks back home to members 
of Congress during the last fey weeks of the 
session that ended recently, and members 
probably will hear plenty of complaints, first- 
hand, face to face, in the next few weeks. 


But it is not a simple issue at all and, politics 
or no politics, Mr. Cannon put his finger on the 
complexity. 

For some three-fourths of this huge sum, or 
around 26 billions, is for military and defense 
costs, past, present and future. Sixty-five percent 
of this 26 billions, or half of the total 34 billions 
appropriated, which is 17 billions, is for arms of 
all sorts. The bulk of the 17 billions is for our 
Army, Navy and Air Force and the rest, 1.3 bil- 
lions, is for arms for our Western European 
allies. The remainder of the 26 billions goes for 
care of veterans of past wars, for continued ECA 
aid to Western European nations to build up their 
economies as a bulwark against Communism, and 
for interest on our 270 billions of war debt. 

Under our bipartisan foreign policy, both Re- 
publican and Democratic parties in Congress ap- 
proved this huge outlay for our military establish- 
- ment and for still-remaining costs of the last and 
previous wars, and for economic and military aid 
for Western European nations in the “cold war” 
with Russia. 

By all logic, then, this major part of our ex-

penditures should be removed from the domain 
of partisan political controversy, though indi- 
vidual members of both parties, it is true, quar- 
reled with the size of some of the items as, in 
fact, did President Truman, who wanted less for 
airplanes than Congress finally voted. 


That would leave political argument to the 
nine or 10 billions for other expenses of Gov- 
ernment, including normal operating costs of the 
civilian departments and agencies and for serv- 
ices that Congress had decided Government 
should provide its people to promote the general 
welfare. There is, of course, room for argument 
here, though this would not seem greatly exces- 
sive of itself for a nation with a 200-billion an- 
nual income. 


There is, of course, little logic in political 
campaigns, so it is hardly likely that much at- 
tention will be paid to the distinction between 
military and ordinary expenditures, The lump- 
sum treatment is most effective for the spending 
issue in a campaign. , 


But, politics aside, it would be wise if the 
citizen would consider how much of his tax 
money is going for wars and threats of wars 
and would keep it constantly before him as 
a reminder that the only way out of this 
dilemma is to get a peaceful world. While 
the threat is in the world, he will just have 
to keep on paying out for security and go 
without some of the other things that he 
could have with his own money and with 
the money he contributes to his Government. 


_ Every individual can do something to remove 
this war burden by keeping the pressure on the 
politicians and diplomats who could do some- 
thing about it. He can do it individually and 
he can do it by joining with others in a collective 
way through various organizations that are work- 
ing for peace and are geared up to influence poli- 
ticians and diplomats. 


Everything, Even Cider, Awaits Winter 


McLEAN, Va.—lIt’s frosty in the hills of Virginia these mornings. The leaves are turning techni- 
color, the squirrels are stealing nuts that cost me 63 cents a pound in the chain grocery, the horse 
is growing himself a fine, new overcoat and Winter, obviously, is upon us. 


Only this year, as a transplanted city man in 
the country, I’m not dreading it. I’m waiting 
anxiously for the first big snow to see how 
my preparations work. 


The snow plow, which I ordered more than 
@ year ago, arrived this August. It hitches on 
to the front of my tractor and I’ve been prac- 
ticing with it ever since, moving mud. It works 
fine; I think I’ve been snowbound on my own 
road for the last time. 


Then there is the little matter of my 
bride’s sun lamp, which she bought for her 
health’s sake. She never got to use it last 
Winter, because I kept it most of the time 
thawing the water pipes at the barn. This 
left Mrs. O. pale for more reasons than one, 
but this Winter she can have her lamp. 


I have installed in the chicken house and the 
barn frostproof faucets, which give water at 20 
below. Like all great inventions, they are sim- 
plicity itself. The valve that turns on the 
water is buried three feet beneath the earth 
where it can’t freeze; an iron rod reaches down 
to this. The water gushes up through a pipe, 
which drains itself when the faucet is shut. 

When we bought our beaten-up old house in 
Fairfax County there were so many brambles, 
bushes and stands of honeysuckle in the back 
pasture that we didn’t know what was under- 
neath. We eventually got these cleaned out and 
disclosed to our own amazement a concrete root 
cellar, a pioneer installed a couple of genera- 
tions ago. 

This we have fitted with a new door, as on

a refrigerator; inside on straw-lined racks we 
have placed a few dozen bushels of our best ap- 
ples, which according to the Agriculture Depart- 
ment, should stay perfect all Winter. Most of 
our apples had specks and/or worms. The latter, 
said my bride, had to be removed before I could 
squeeze ’em into cider. 

I told her that I had read in a scientific jour- 
nal where the worm was more nourising than 
the apple; she said, no worms in her cider. This 
cider is getting harder as time goes by and I’m 
waiting for the first cold spell to freeze the water 
in same and leave me with the alcoholic essence. 


The beautiful leaves, unfortunately, are 
fluttering earthward. There is a fellow 
named Harry Truman in Washington who 
has a leaf problem similar to my own and 
he has solved it with an oversized vacuum 
cleaner with a seat on it. A gasoline engine 
does all.the work and his machinery put- 
puts across his lawn, sucking up the leaves 
as it goes. This is an expensive solution; 
about $700 worth. But then Mr. T. got a 
whopping big raise this year. Me, I’ve got 
to stick by my rake. 


Leaf raking is hard work, but also a kind of 
satisfaction. The President burns his, I under- 
stand, but I bury mine in a pit back of the 
barn. After a year of rain and sun they turn 
into the richest, blackest fertilizer you ever saw. 
It costs me nothing, except blisters, and if you’ll 
pardon me now I'll get back to producing some 
of the latter. 


A Betrayal of Law and Order 


NEW YORK—lIn the present crisis in steel and coal there is bitter news for Americans in a new 


book, 
that Lewis tol 


the latest of many biographies of John L. Lewis, by Saul Alinsky, of Chicago. 
d him of a dramatic interview between himself and the late Frank Murphy, the Gov- 


Alinsky claims 


ernor of Michigan, later a Justice of the Supreme Court, at the climax of the ClO-Communist insur- 


rection in the form of sit-down strikes, riots and public terror in 1937. 


If Alinsky’s report is truly 


presented and if Lewis did not lie to give himself the better of the situation, Murphy was a historic 


coward. i 
Up to this time there has been some question 


whether Murphy was yellow or believed he had 
some legal justification for his failure to use force 
to expel Lewis’ criminal mob from the occupied 


plants in Flint. 


The result of his failure was that the 
employees of General Motors and, later, mil- 
lions of other American citizens, were de- 
livered into the power of the Communists, 
Marxian Socialists, criminal rioters and rack- 
eteers of the CIO. The current situation in 
steel and coal flow out of that default by a 
poltroon Governor. There is no other con- 
clusion to be drawn as to Murphy’s conduct 
according to the version which Alinsky at- 
tributes to the tyrant of the United Mine 
Workers who was the immediate beneficiary 


of his criminal conduct. 


Murphy had called out the National Guard to 
enforce a court order to the sit-down insurrectors, 
generally miscalled “strikers,” to vacate the fac- 
tories and to arrest those who refused to obey. 
‘Alinsky speaks slightingly of the sanctity of the 
rule of law through orders of the courts and it 
is significant that his blurbs declare his fierce 
opposition to Fascism and particularly to Gen. 
Franco, of Spain, but say nothing against Commu- 
nism and Stalin. He puts the officers of General 
Motors in a very unpleasant light, relying on 
Lewis’ prejudices and self-serving versions of 
incidents, and gives Lewis the better of the com- 
- parisons. But he does admit that the United Auto 
Workers, then in process of organization through 
crime and terror, did not represent the workers 
employed by General Motors. 

In the stilted language of the professional 
bleeding-heart, Mr. Alinsky puts that admission 
thus: “The union well knew the validity of GM's 
charge that the union’s membership consisted of 
a@ minor part of GM’s working force. Again, 
‘Alinsky says the company’s demand for a secret 
election was “shrewd” because the company 
“felt” that the union had only a minority. I de- 
tect no condemnation by the author of the en- 
trapment of the majority. 

This seems to. be the first open admission by 
a partisan of the union terror that the majority 
were dragooned by the Governor and Lewis. 
Taking Alinsky at his word, Murphy’s cowardly 
abdication and violation of the oath he swore 
with the remarkable pietistical fervor which was 
a phase of his political pretense, was the crime 
which inflicted on the United States the con- 
tinuing rule of the goons and the labor monopoly 
of a few ruthless men. The steel and coal strikes 
are a direct consequence of that crime. 

The night before the soldiers were to move 
in and clear the criminals out of the plants, Lewis 
warned Murphy that this would cause a “blood 
bath.” Alinsky ignores the fact that this would 


be the choice of the criminals themselves in 
maintaining their challenge to Government. 

“In Detroit that night, Lewis told the writer, 
he was awakened by a knock on the door,” Alin- 
sky reports. “He opened it to find Gov. Murphy 
standing there tense and pale.” 

Murphy told Lewis he had with him an order 
as Governor declaring a state of insurrection, 
which was precisely what the situation was, and 
ordering the soldiers to enforce the court injunc- 
tion and throw the rioters out. 

Alinsky says Lewis told him he read the order. 
It established recognition in writing by Murphy 
of his oath-bound duty to enforce the law. 

“Lewis wheeled on the Governor, thundering, 
‘Governor, do you know what this means?’” 
Alinsky writes. “Murphy, shaken, replied, ‘Yes, 
but there is nothing else I can do.’” 

Lewis then indulged in some characteristic 
hamming and Murphy, in a trembling voice, said 
he was doing this because it was his sworn duty 
to uphold the law. Lewis knew he was yellow 
and was playing on his fear. 

Now Lewis sneered at the law. He reminded 
Murphy that Murphy’s father had been arrested 
for rioting in an Irish demonstration in Canada 
against the British rule in Ireland and that his, 
Murphy’s, grandfather had been hanged in Ire- 
land as a revolutionary. That for the sanctity 
of the law, Lewis said to Murphy. But Judge 
Lynch, of Galway, had hanged his own son in 
. classical case of the sanctity of the law in Ite- 
and. 


“You want my answer, sir?” Lewis then 
said, according to Alinsky, “I give it to you. 
Tomorrow morning I shall personally enter 
Chevrolet Plant No. 4. I shall order the men 
to disregard your order. I shall then walk to 
the largest window, divest myself of my outer 
raiment, remove my shirt and bare my 
bosom. Then when you order your troops to 
fire, mine will be the first breast that those 
bullets will strike.” 


Then Lewis lowered his voice. “And, as my 
body falls from that window to the ground, you 
listen to the voice of your grandfather as he 
whispers in your ear, ‘Frank, are you sure you 
are doing the right thing?’ 

“Gov. Murphy, white and shaking, seized the 
order from Lewis’ hand and tore out of the room. 
The order was not issued and next day General 
Motors collapsed and capitulated.” 

That scene of betrayal which established the 
CIO’s monopoly and recognized crime and terror 
as legitimate weapons for the labor monopolists 
was one of the most fateful in American history. 

It is characteristic of Lewis that he withheld 
all this until Murphy was dead. He is no brave 
himself but a magnificent fourflusher. And yet 
the story does ring true to the character of both 
the men.

The talk turned to the innocence 
of DeMarigny and the ease with 
which he might be convicted. 


Schindler remembered an 
old quote from Homer Cum- 
mings, having to do with the 
refusal of' many police forces 
to allow any evidence that 
does not fit the pattern they 
hope to put upon a crime. The 
two men decided then and 
there that they’d try to do 
something about it. 


They and their associates, 
working without personal gain, 
have sprung two men thus far 
and have another about. to be 
released in a week. The first 
was an elderly gent named Wil- 
liam Keys, who was released 
from San Quentin last Novem- 
ber after serving six years of a 
20-year sentence (he was 62) 
for the “murder” of a neigh- 
boring rancher near Riverside, 
California. 

The second was Clarence Bog- 
gie, who had served 14 years of 
a life sentence for “murdering” 
a Spokane saloonkeeper. He 
was pardoned last Dec. 23, went 
back free, married, got back his 
old job as a logger, and died of 
a heart attack shortly after- 
wards. But he died with his 
name cleared. 


THE MAN about to be sprung 
is Louis Gross, who has served 
16 years in the Michigan State 
Prison at Jackson. The “Court 
of Last Resort” discovered, after 
months of tedious work, that he 
did not commit the murder for 
which he was charged, convict- 
ed and sentenced for life. 

Schindler was telling me that 
mistakes are inevitable in the 
annals of, jurisprudence. There 
are more than 200,000 Ameri- 
cans in prison today for major 
crimes against society. 

A certain number were put 
away by overly ambitious prose- 
cutors, blundering cops, schem- 
ing witnesses. Most of them 
were poor, were given inexperi- 
enced counsel, could never af- 
ford to corral the witnesses or 
hire the experts needed to ac- 
quit them. 


The “court” digs up its in- 
nocents in a variety of ways. 
Gross was spotted by a rabbi; 
Boggie by an Episcopal chap- 
lain. Curiously, the confirmed 
and 100 percent guilty inmates 
are often of great help. They 
know when somebody is in 
with them who is innocent of 
the crime charged against 
him, and their testimony has 
often been helpful. 


Schindler would like to see 
important changes made in the 
State laws concerning the de- 
fense of penniless, or needy, 
persons accused of major crimes. 
“f, for instance, a major crime 
is committed on Government 
property, the Government will 
give the accused a wealth of 
help, legal and expert.

WASHINGTON—Former Russian Foreign Secretary Vyacheslav 
M. Molotov has been secretly calling the signals for China’s new 


Communist “People’s Republic.” 


That’s the latest word on the 


hush-hush activities of Premier Stalin’s right-hand man coming 
through diplomatic channels out of Peiping, China. 


Molotov, according to. diplo- 
matic reports, has been confer- 


ring most of the Summer with 
Chinese Red leaders in Mukden, 
Manchuria—which explains why 
nothing has been heard of him 
in Moscow recently. 

As a result of these confer- 
ences, China soon will be set up 
a five-year plan patterned on the 
Soviet model and sign a new 
Sino-Soviet treaty aligning it 
solic with Russia. In exchange, 
Russia will promise to trade 
with China to rid it of “West- 
ern imperialism” and to make 
up for China’s loss of U. S. trade.

Dad may be the bread- 
winner in the family, but he 
is just as much a parent to 
Junior and little sister as 
mother.

There was a time when I 
thought most people liked any 
dessert. However, with experi- 
ence and age, I found the pref- 
erence was for any dessert so 
long as it was chocolate flavored 
or chocolate covered. The prob- 
lem then was to find a_ good 
chocolate sauce recipe. 

Today’s Fudge: Sauce has been 
used for years. I like it because 
it can be made in five minutes; 
has a rich chocolate flavor; is 
glossy and creamy, and keeps 
for days in the refrigerator. 

When entertaining, this sauce 


“converts” many simple desserts* 


into ones that taste and look 
elaborate. For example, short- 
cake sundaes (see photograph). 
Or, thick slices of pound cake 
toasted and topped with Fudge 
Mint Sauce. Or, cream puffs 
filled with ice cream and served 
with hot fudge sauce. 


FUDGE SAUCE 
2 squares unsweetened choco- 
late.

Purves, who addressed the an- 
nual membership meeting of the 
Georgia Division, American Can- 
cer Society, last night, said “public 
concern” about cancer had grown 
‘amazingly in the past 10 years. 

A completely cured victim of 
cancer, Ed Reid, an attorney of 
Andalusia, Ala., at last night’s ses- 
sion described the almost acci- 
dental discovery in December, 
1942, that he had a serious stom- 
ach cancer. 

He told the audience how he 
had undergone a major surgical 
operation, recovered and now was 
active in many sport, besides car- 
rying on a specialized practice of 
his profession. 

He paid credit to his wife’s in- 
terest in cancer as leading to the 
discovery of his own condition. He 
reluctantly had a physical exam- 
ination to placate her, he aid. 
Mrs. Reid, too, is living proof that 
cancer does not always kill nor 
necessarily impair people. 

Mr. and Mrs. Reid are both 
active now in the cancer fight in 
their home County, -Covington. 
‘Reid is County Commander, and 
‘Mrs. Reid is active with women’s 
organizations. The County is pres- 
ently engaged in having its 45,000 
residents turn out for a physical 
examination in order to detect 
cancers. 

Both insist that a cancer discov- 
ered in time through regular phy- 
sical check-ups can result in com- 
plete cures in over 50 percent of 
the cases.
